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SUFFRAGE BILL. 

Democratic Leaders Oppose Ex- 
pedient of Disfranchising 



SOME FRANK CAUCUS TALK 

INDICATES BILL WILL NOT PASS. 

The special Frankfort corre- 
spondent of the Louisville Herald 
tells of a Democratic conference 
Monday night at which the 
Heflin Suffrage bill was dis- 
cussed, and concludes that no 
drastic suffrage measures will 
be passed at this session. 

The Heflin bill ib the one with 
the educational qualification for 
illiterate negroes and the ances- 
tral clause to save the illiterate 
whites. 

The Herald says : 

After the bill had been read, 
Representative Paul Heflin arose 
and began a speech in behalf of 
the bill by saying: 

"I introduced this bill to dis- 
franchise the illiterate nearoes 
of this State. I believe that 
every Democrat will be glad to 
vote for it. 

"We have a legal and moral 
right to disfranchise the illiter- 
ate, and then pnfranehise those 
whose ancestors were voters in 
1867." 

Rainey T. Wells (Dem.), from 
Calloway, in the Gibraltar Dem- 
ocratic district, next spoke. He 
said that the Hefllin bill was 
morally wrong. 

"Negroes are enfranchised un- 
der the Federal Constitution. 
They are citizens. If it was a 
mistake to enfranchise negroes, 
It does not devolve on us to dis- 
franchise them. 

"When Jefferson wrote the 
Declaration of Independence he 
said that all men were created 
free and equal. He meant not 
that they were equal socially. 
He meant politically. 1 do not 
believe in social equality, but 1 
say with Shakespeare, 'God 
made him, therefore let him pass 
for a man.' It is unjust to 
abridge the rights of any man, 
whito or black. 

Taxation Without Representation. 

"You propose to tax the negro 
without giving him representa- 
tion. That question was settled 
rightiy when Cornwallis surren- 
dered at Yorktown. 1 believe 
that the United States Supremo 
Court will hold this bill uncon- 
stitutional. The Federal Con- 
stitution guarantees to every cit- 
izen the right of suffrage." 

Discussing the bill politically, 
Mr. Wells declared that if the 
amendment was adopted, it 
would mean ultimate defeat for 
the Democratic party. 

"We Have the Machinery." 

Thomas Drewry, of Louisville, 
offered a resolution that the com- 
mittee report as a substitute for 
the Heflin bill a bill providing an 
amendment to return to the viva 
voce system ot voting. 

"In 1897 the Democratic party 
wol by 18,000. The party then 
passed an election law which al- 
most demolished the party. His- 
tory is about to repeat itself. 

"The time has not come when 
Democrats, flushed with victory, 
should resort to such measures as 
this. We are in power, and we 
have possession of the machin- 
ery." 

(Applause and laughter follow- 
ed the frank statement.) 

"Well, it's the truth, gentle- 
men. We certainly have the 
machinery," continued the 
speaker. 

Platform in Canvass. 

Mr. Edwards, of Louisville, 
asked Drewry if he did nat make 
his canvass on a promise to sup- 



negroes. 

Aye," replied Drewry, "all 
of us did." 

I have not changed my mind," 
said Edwards. 

Wise men sometimes do," re- 
plied Drewry, and his ready an- 
swer provoked loud applause. 

E. E. Barton spoke for the 
Heflin bill, declaring it constitu- 
tional. 

Negro Ro Danger 

Kli II. Brown opposed the Hef- 
lin bill on the ground that it was 
dangerous and was not necessary, 
as Democrats never lost any fight 
by the negro vote. 

"Each time Democrats have 
changed the election laws thev 
have suffered. Changing from 
the viva voce 6ystem was a mis- 
take. The enactment of the Goe- 
bel law was a mistake." 

Mr. Brown declared that the 
disfranchisement of negroes was 
expedient only in States having 
a majority of negroes.

Resolution to Postpone Action Indefinite- 
ly ia paascd. 



Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 2.— The 
Heflin suffrage bill, designed tc 
disfranchise the negro voters, 
was killed in the House today 
by the adoption of a motion by 
Mr. Klair, of Lexington, to post- 
pone action upon it indefinitely. 
The motion was adopted, with- 
out discussion, by a vote of 47 to 
42. The Republican members 
at first decided to fOtu against 
the motion with a view to put- 
ting the Democrats on record by 
getting the bill upon its passage, 
but several changed their n 
and voted no.

AWFULFATE 

Of Vernor Elbert— Was Burned 
to Death While in Jail at 



Washington, Jan. 29.-While 
the chances heretofore in favor 
of the selection of West Point, 
Ky., as the site for a permanent 
military camp have been excel- 
lent, they were vastly improved 
today by a recommendation made 
by Lieut. Gen. Chaffee, the head 
of the army and chief of the gen- 
eral staff. The General, in a re- 
port submitted to Secretary Root 
this afternoon, urges him to ask 
gress for an appropriation of 
$2,000,000 for the purchase of 
four permanent sites. He speci- 
fies the locations, which, in his 
judgment, should be chosen, and 
one of these is West Point. His 
recommendation in favor of the 
Kentucky site is as strong as 
could be desired, and there 
reason whatever now why the 
West Point project should not be 
consummated.

The coal operators of Kentuc- 
ky held their annual meeting in 
Louisville last week. Col. E. G, 
Sebree of the St. Bernard Min 
ing Company presided. Twenty 
men representing about forty 
companies were present. The 
character and volume of trade 
during the past year were dis- 
cussed and also the prospects for 
the year 1904. The reports which 
were submitted to the meeting 
proved conclusively that the vol 
ume of coal produced in the state 
for the year 1908 was the largest 
in the history of the mining in- 
dustry of Kentucky. 

A large number of new mines 
were opened during the year and 
the mines which had been in 
iperation formerly largely in- 
creased their capacity. The 
transporation accommodations 
while not as good as desired 
showed great iniprovements over 
the year 1902. 

The question of prices and all 
features connected with the fin 
ancial operations of the coal com- 
panies were not discussed as the 
meeting did not embrace that 
side of the industry.

He was carried to 
the jail and placed in bed by the 
officers who made a fire in the 
stove and as the night was cold 
left his cell door open so that he 
could get near the fire and keep 
comfortable during the night. -It 
is stated that the night watch- 
man went to the jail several 
times during the night and re- 
plenished the fire and on his last 
visit he made a good fire that 
would last until morning. On 
going to the jail the next morn- 
ing he was horrified to find the 
charred and blackened remi ' 
of the unfortunate young ma6 
who had in some manner fallen 
against the red hot stove and 
burned to death. Coroner Stev- 
ens of Madisonville was sum- 
monsed and held an inquest over 
the remains Sunday in accord- 
ance with the above facts and 
the officer was exhonerated from 
any blame in connection with the 
sad affair. 

The victim was a young man 
about twenty-seven years old 
and was a son of Mr. Fight Eg- 
bert, near Dalton. He bore a 
good reputation aud his only 
faul was- an over-indulgence in 
liquor at times. The parents 
and relatives of the young man 
have the sympathy of the entire 
county in their distress.

Quarter <o Have the fit L. 
erel Bite. 

"1 would Just as soon think of going 
out to catch a mess of eels at high noon,' 
said an enthusiastic son of old Steuben, 
who, relates the New York Sun, knows 
ill about all kinds of angling, "as to 
itart out for a day's winter fishing 
through the Ice when the wind is blow- 
ing from the west. 

"Now, when you come to think of it, 
you would hardly suppose that with a 
foot or so of Ice between them and the 
outside world, to say nothing of the 
depth of water they are lying in below 
the ice, the direction of the wind would 
make any difference to a pickerel in 
taking the bait, but it makes all the dif- 
ference in the world. I can't begin to 
tell you why. because I don't know; but 
I do know that lime and time again, 
when I have been pickerel fishing 
through the ice in a strong east or uoth- 
east wind and hauling the big fellows as 
fast as I could go from one tip-up to an- 
other, the wind has gradually shifted 
until it got around in the west. 

"As the wind changed the pickerel fell 
off in their attention 10 my bait, until by 
t he t ime the west was sweeping over the 
ice not a tip-up would ae seen to tip. 
And it was the same with a change to 
the south. 

"I have always found that the flercsr 
the wind blew from the east or north the 
faster and fiercer the pickerel would 
bite. And I love to fish In the face or a 
howling wind such as that. There la a 
tbrlll and excitement about It that 
n't come with any of your calm 
weather fUihlng. 
"I have fished on the high-up lakes of 
1 Steuben. when they were swept by 
regular blizzards, and I only remember 
one that I had to surrender to— throw 
up my hands and quit. That was on 
Lake Ijtmoka. the best pickerel water, 
either summer or winter, in the state of 
New York; a limpid sheet of water lying 
on the summit of the divide between 
Steuben and Schuyler counUes, only 
four miles from Lake Keuka. but 500 
feet abe>ve it; and Lake Keuks is itself 
BOO feet above the sea. 

"When we got to the lake early that 
morning we found that Old Boreas was 
out on about as tempestuous a racket as 
had ever set himself to have We cut 
our holes, though, and put In our tlp- 
ups. I don't think I ever saw the pick- 
erel bite so hard and so fast. 

"But the more they bit the sharper 
the frost nipped and the fiercer the wind 
blew. It was not a steady wind. It came 
in fitful bursts of rage. It howled and 
shrieked about us and among the naked 
trees on the shore in away I had never 
heard any wind take on before. 
"The curious part of it was that the 
in shone as brightly as It ever had In 
July, but its rays seemed only to have 
the effect of cheering the wind up. and 
spurring the frost on. to sharper duty 
We stood out against the sunlit blizzard 
In brave attempt to stay it out, but at 
last we saw that the attempt would be 
(less. 

'It came to be all that we could do to 
face It, and the constant work of one 
pan was required to keep the hole* 
open, so rapidly did they freeze around 
our lines. Then we surrendered, gath- 
ered up our fish and fled to the shelter of 
lower and warmer country about 
Keuka.

It chronicles the doings of the Russian 
courtfromday to day. and Is a very 
privileged publication, none but the 
most Intimate associates or their ma- 
jesties being allowed to see this royal 
sheet. In addition to containing court 
news, it Ib sometimes used forthepur- 
of diet ribut i ng jokes from the czar's 
pen. his majesty having, it is re- 
ported, a keen sense of wit. Should a 
copy of this precious publication fall 
Into outside hands, the personage re- 
tponsible for the error Is immediately 
removed from the royal circle. 

There la at least one newspaper which 
Is edited by a king. In New Zealand 
there is an interesting little eight-page 
paper, with three columns to a page, ed- 
ited In both the English and the native 
tongue.and called the Pleiades. orSevei 
Stars. Its editor la no less a personage 
than bis royal highness Tawbiao. It 
Is true that this potentate is not an in- 
dependent sovereign, but when he de- 
scends from the royal throne to the ed- 
itorial chair, then, indeed, he Is mon- 
arch of all he surveys. 

Emperor William of Germany la ed- 
itor of at least one newspaper. He 
maintains a so-called "literary office " at- 
tached to the Prusalan ministry for the 
interior. Here, under the guidance of a 
Baltic German, cuttings from all the 
principal newspapers are laid out for 
his majesty's Inspection. With a blue 
and a red pencil he carefully edits the 
notices which he desires to he recorded 
In his bureau, and if the notice is un- 
favorable 11 is struck across with a red 
pencil mark, the blue pencil being re- 
served for notices which his majesty de- 
sires to be pasted In his official book.

There Ib 
no labor revolution or labor war 
abend of us." 

James Wilson, Secretary of Agri- 
culture :— "To one familiar with the 
situation, it must appear that there 
will be no panic in this country now, 
so long as the farmer of the I'nlted 
States is able to produce good and 
salable crops. There can be no hard 
times, sucli as Wall Street predicts, 
so long as the crops do not fail." 

W. B. Ridgely, Controller of the 
Currency— "The outlook for business 
in the coming year, from a banker's 
standpoint, is certainly better than 
it was at this time a year ago. At 
the beginning of 1903, the great de- 
cline In values of all kinds, and es- 
pecially in Stock Exchange securi- 
ties, was In the future; now there is 
strong reason to believe that the 
worst, if not all of it, is past. With 
reasonably abundant crops, the year 
1904 should be one of good, sound 
progress and prosperity." 

Levi 0. Weir, President of the 
Adams Express Company :— "The 
future is as bright and as full of 
hope aa at any period since 1894."

HAS RUN FIFTY YEARS. 

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 1.— The 
House Committee on Education 
by a unanimous vote decided 
this evening to report favorably 
Carl Day's bill to make it a mis- 
demeanor for white and colored 
children to attend the same 
school. The bill is aimed at Be- 
rea College, Madison county, 
where colored and white children 
have been educated for fifty 
years. The institution was en- 
dowed by private subscription on 
the ground that it was to be a 
mixed school, and litigation to 
withdraw the endowments will 
follow the passage of the bill.

A Pueblo, Col., dispatch says 
the Colorado Fuel & Iron Co., 
will early resume in all the de- 
partments of their big plant at 
that city, which was closed down 
two months ago on account of 
the coal strike. 

Evansville, Ind., Jan. 30.— The 
Cruiler, which, with the Sprague, 
escaped from the ice yesterday 
with slight damage, fought des- 
perately in the ice for hours to- 
day and rescued several barges 
of coal, which were going down 
the river in the great fields of 
ice now passing. 

Three barges were landed op- 
posite the city and one at a point 
below. If they can be held to 
resist further assault of the ice 
the owners will be saved a large 
amount of money.

SUPREME COURT 
TURNED HIM LOOSE 



The Evidence Against Ex-Mayor 
Ames, of Minneapolis, Minn., 
is Declared Faulty.

St, Paul, Minn., Jan. 30.— The su- 
preme court has quashed the Indict- 
ment against former Mayor Ames, of 
Minneapolis, and the entire court held 
that the Indictment was good, but the 
evidence was faulty. Judges Start, Col- 
lins and Lewis concurred in the majori- 
ty opinion that the offense was not 
proven, while Judges Lovely and 
Brown disagree with that part of the 
opinion of the majority. Dr. Ames 
was charged and convicted In the dis- 
trict court of Hennepin county of re- 
ceiving money illegally as mayor of 
Minneapolis, from women. 

He was indicted for that offense Feb 
ruary 4, 1903, and after a trial of sev- 
eral weeks, during which much sensa- 
tional testimony was Introduced, was 
found guilty May 7, and sentenced to a 
term in prison of six years. An ap- 
peal was taken to tie supreme court in 
December, on the ground that the In- 
dictment was not properly drawn, in 
that It was omnibus in character, 
charging in fact more than one crime 
This contention was sustained by the 
supreme court. Dr. Ames was mayor 
of Minneapolis four times. 

Opinion a Snrprlae. 

The majority opinion of the court, 
written by Justice Lewis and concurred 
In by Chief Justice Start and Justice 
Collins, was a surprise to the defense 
as well as to the state. The court says 
the 'ndictment was valid and charged 
but one offense, but declares that the 
state did not prove the offense charged 
After reciting the charge in the indict- 
ment, namely the receiving of money 
$600 from certain persons in order that 
they might be protected from criminal 
prosecution, the syllabus says: "Held. 
The indictment stated one offense. It 
being inferred that the money was a 
fund contributed by the persons name.! 
pursuant to a Joint or common under- 
standing that such contributions should 
be paid. 

"The IndUpnted Evidence" 

"The undisputed evidence is that de- 
tectives and police officers accepted 
money from the women specified in the 
Indictment and others, in amounts 
ranging from $15 to $26 In considera- 
Um of which each was promised p« 
lice protection; that the detectives and 
aoeice who received the money wers 

QM f|l*?p*ld "over to defendant by his 
ageat la one sum after It was paid to 
Mm by women individually, was not a 
-enseal fund contributed with the un- 
derstanding that those participating 
ehould be protected. Held, there was 
failure of proof to sustain the offense 



The Evidence DUcaaaea. 

Discussing the evidence, the court 
says: "There was no evidence that any 
of the women acted Jointly or that 
a fund was made up by them or in 
their behalf; that there was no evi- 
dence to Justify the Inference thai 
Gardner (Mayor Ames' clerk) was con- 
stituted the agent of the women to tal^ 
their money and deliver it to Ames, 
with the understanding; that, in OOatS 
auenee. their housen would be pro- 
tected." The court further says 
"There was a separate and dlstlnr" 
agreement entered into with eaeh per 
son paying any money." 

Tho Dlesontlnv Sainton. 

In their dissenting opinion, Justices 
Brown and Lovely say; "It seems to 
us quits apparent that this indictment 
charged the defendant with sollcltim; 
a number of bribes or grafts from 
several distinct women. 

"To our minds the vital question I s 
not the sufficiency of the evidence, bin 
whether one of the plainest principles 
of the fundamental law upon which the 
rights of all 
violated."

This instance of extreme uniou 
rogance has revived tho old scheme 
of throwing a steel bridge across the 
river and dispensing with the ferry 
altogether. We have consistently 
advocated this as modern and pro- 
gressive.

Some facts About Whisky. 



Last year you drank lit palloi 
alcoholic stimulants— or, if 
didn't you tailed to drink your share 
of the total amount consumed by the 
people of the United States. 

In 1870, accordlug to the Chicago 
Tribune, the consumption of alco- 
holic liquors per capita in the Unit- 
ed States was 10.09 gallons. In a 
little over thirty years it nearly 
doubled, now amounting to 19.48 gal- 
lons per capita. 

That is one of the more or less 
startling facts set forth in the Amer- 
ican Prohibition Year Book for 1904, 
just published. Other figures and 
statements, all of them suggestive 
and some of them appalling, are 
quoted from the same source. 

In Illinois, where local option pre- 
vails and high license is the rule, 
the average savings bank deposit per 
capita is $20.76. In Maine, under 
Prohibition, the average per capita 
of savings deposits is $103.75. From 
these figures the Prohibitionists ar- 
gue that even from a purely mone- 
tary standpoint total abstinence 
pays. 

In 1880 Robert Warner, a Quake; 
applied to an English life insurauc 
company for a policy, and was told 
that, as a total abstainer, he would 
have to pay an extra premium, the 
company holding that the moderate 
use of liquor tended to prolong life, 
Warner did not believe this theory, 
and started an insurance company ol 
his own. Warner's company divid- 
ed the risks it took into two classes, 
one made up of total abstainers and 
the other of men who drank in mod- 
eration. Iu the 33 years from 1866 to 
1898 the deaths in the list of moder- 
ate drinkers were 97 percent of those 
expected ; in the list of total abstain- 
ers the deaths were only 70 percent 
of those expected. In other words, 
the death rave among moderate 
drinkers was nearly 40 percent more 
than among total abstainers. 

During the last thirty years there 
died m Europe alone of alcoholism a 
total of 7 , .'><■.'•« n i people. That 
more people than were killed in 
the wars of the nineteenth centu 
The authority for these statements 
is Matti Helenius, a member of the 
faculty of the University of Den- 
mark, who goes on to show that in 
Denmark one out of every seven men 
who die between the ages of 35 and 
55 is a victim of alcoholism. 

There are 650 towns and cities in 
the State of Illinois in which prohi 
bition has been enacted into law 
All the State of Iowa but 25 cities it 
still Prohibition. There are 300 Pro- 
hibition towns and cities In Wlscor 
sin. Kentucky— wonderful to say- 
total Prohibition 1* the law in 47 
counties ; in 35 there is but one license 
town, each; in 19 counties there 
two license .owns, each, and i 
counties license is unrestricted. Tbe 
whole State of Tennessee is Prohibi- 
tion except elgbt cities of 5,000 popu- 
lation and over. North Dakota, 
Maine and Kansas are the only three 
States in the Union which are en 
ttrely Prohibiten. 
. Ths highest amount charged year- 
ly for a liquor license is $3,500 In 
isiana. The lowest is $5, charg- 
ed iu the same State. The license 
fee varies between these two ex- 
tremes according to the amount of 
business done.

RAILWAYS IN ENGLAND. 

Opr.- I ndor K Variety of C.iudl. 

tiona— rimiiinwl WrttM tlllfr- 

It Is not easy for an American railroad 
man to conceive of the conditions exis 
ing in the British iBlands. English ral 
way systems total only 22.000 miles. Y 
this comparatively small mileage is tl 
property of 230 companies, more the 
half of winch have their separate a 
ministration and executive, states 
railway journal. The others are 
"leased and worked lines." Allotlng 
average of eight directors apiece to each 
of the 125 Independent companies, the 
English railways support 1,000 directors, 
whose fee can har-ily be less than $1,250 
a year each. 

The railroads of India cover about 
26,000 square miles. Yet Thomas Bob- 
ertaon, the expert, whose recently re- 
ported to the British government on In- 
dian railway administration, says that 
the task of supervising the lines of that 
vsst country might safely be Intrusted 
to a board of three qualified men 
slsted by a secretary, a chief inspector 
and a number of Inspectors. Three 
petta with a small staff are considered 
by Mr. Robertson capable of perform 
lng the duties of about the same char- 
acter as those for which in England are 
employed 1,000 amateur directors, with 
their secretaries and assistant secre- 
taries, accountants, auditors, clerks 
messengers, etc. 

If only the sum of $1 ,250,000 paid away 
annually In fees to railway directors 
were available for a centralized railway 
board. It would be possible to attract the 
ablest men by offering the largestknown 
salaries and yet make a saving. 

The saving!)} "standardlzation"lss,lso 
to be considered. The Harriman roads, 
17,000 miles, are to unify their machin- 
ery so that all "parts" of rolling stock 
shall be Interchangeable. 

The consolidation of American roads 
has gone much farther than In Britata. 
The Vanderbllt and Pennsylvania sys- 
tems contain about 20,000 miles each, 
either one of them nearly equaling the 
22,000 miles of all England. And though 
the individual roads in these systems 
have In some cases their separate boards, 
these usually consist of practically the 
same men. Many important lines are 
also "leased and worked." Against the 
230 systems of 22,000 miles-less than 
100 miles to a line— in England the Van- 
derbllt and Pennsylvania systems in- 
clude together less than 20 component 
lines, or an average of more than 2,000 
miles a line. The longest single line In 
the United States, the Southern Pacific, 
has over 9,500 miles of track. 



STAMPED OUT MALARIA. 



Austria has along Its Adriatic shores 
a stretch of warm, marshy lands infest- 
ed with malaria. The result Is, reports 
the New York Sun. that this coast Is not 
so densely peopled as the Inland regions, 
though Its fishing and other industries 
should attract a large population. 

About two years ago Dr. Koch, whose 
investigations in Africa had convinced 
him that malaria might be overtime 
expressed the opinion that the unheal th- 
ful conditions on the Adriatic seaboard 
could be removed. If there was an op- 
portunity to make the experiment un- 
der the best conditions he would be glad 
to do so. 

He desired to test the matter at a 
place so isolated that It could not be 
.'nvaefed hj--s*arnifl of the species of 
mosquito which conveys the Tflftwhe 
of malaria, and communicates It to per- 
by its sting. The low-lying Island 
of Brlonl, about four miles off the coast 
le Istrlan peninsula, 60 miles south 
of Trieste, wa: well situated for his 
work. 

It is so far from the mainland that the 
mosquito, which c annot fly a great dis- 
tance, Is unable to rpao'n It. unless taken 
on boats. Dr. Koch would have to 
fight the Insect only as It is bred In the 
swamps of Brloni. 
He was told to ::n ahead, and funds 
rere supplied for the work. He laid out 
the plan of campaign ami employed Prot 
Frosch and Dr. Blundau. of Berlin, to 
execute It. 

His scheme Included both the treat- 
ment of the sick and the extermination 
of the cause of malaria. All patients 
> treated at public expense. A force 
of workmen was employed to drain the 
swamps. The island was placed under 
thorough sanitary control, and every 
mudhole or water receptacle that might 
serve as a breeding place received at- 
ntion 

The work has met with remarkable 
success- To all appearances Brloni Is 
now entirely free from malaria. 

This result has led the Austrian gov- 
ernment to begin an attempt to exter- 
minate malaria on the coast of Istrla. 
Three stations have been established.

If the work of these stations is suc- 
cessful, other stations wlH be established 
In all parte of Istrla and Dalmatia which 
are Infeste d with malarial d iseases
